f THE threo largest overseas 
units that make up the British 
commonwealth at nations, the 
Union ot South Africa Is the 


only one presenting serious, racial 
problems. The white population of 
about a million and a half is divided 
between people of British and Dutch 
origin, while the population of blacks 
is more than three, times that. of the 
whites. .This racial situation has af- 
fected the molding of the govern- 
mental machinery. 


The Union of South Africa, although 


half around the world from America 
and little known to Americans, has In 
its history chapters which wo know by 
heart. It has vast areas taken over 
from aborigines; thousands of -its 
white settlers were massacred by sav- 
ages. but others, undaunted, pressed 
on in their prairie schooners ever 
farther, into the Interior of aa. un- 
known continent; a gold rash won a 
new empire; and tho land Is pos- 
sessed today of a stubborn race prob- 
lem. 


In one respect, however, the earring 


oat of what is now the Union of Sooth 
Africa is without its parallel In the 
development of the United States. 
There the strife of two white peoples 
for control has been an all important 
factor. For • about a century and a 
half the Dutch had possession of Cape 
Town and the small area surrounding 
It which harbored all the whites In 
South -Africa. . The Napoleonic wars 
transferred possession to England, and 
in 190$ the English assumed a final 
•control, which many of the Dutch In- 
habitants resented. In. 1836 many of 
the Patch farmers or "Boers" began 
trekking Into the interior with the In- 
tention of settling beyond English In- 
flnenco. When Englishmen followed 
them they trekked farther. 
Finally. 


beyond the Orange river they founded 
the Orange Free State, and beyond the 
Vaal river, the Transvaal Republic. 


First diamonds and then gold wera 


discovered in the new states. They 
brought great prosperity to the Boer 
republics, but they brought many out- 
siders as well; and the presence ot 
these finally led to the Boer war as 
a result of which the republics cnnw 
iato the possession of Great Britain. 


Creation of tho Union. 


Aside from the war-born republic* 


and monarchies of the last eight years. 
the Union of South Africa Is one ot 
the youngest of the Important conn- 
tries of the world. It, too. was largely 
war-born. Shortly after the conclu- 
sion of the Boer war plans wera set on 
foot to fuse the two old republics with 
Cape Colony, the oldest South African 
government, and Natal, next In point 
of age. to form the uew onion. It was 
finally created by an act signed In

Some 200 miles to Uie northeast of

In their midst Is the gold- 
built, wonder city of Johannesburg, 
metropolis of South Africa. After tbo 
discovery of gold in the eighties ths 
city sprang up ' almost over night 


Because ot Its racial situation tha 


South African Union Is not marked by 
as great a degree of democracy as 
Australia. The executive has rmthof 
broad powers, having a'veto over or- 
dinances passed by the provincial 
councils. 
He also appoints admin- 


istrators for the provinces. Tho mem- 
bers of the senate and house of as- 
sembly of the'Union must be of Eu- 
ropean descent, and senators must own 
property valued at $2,500. "States 
rights" are recognized to the extent 
that tht qualification* for voting are 
different in the several provinces, be- 
ing those recognlted by the provinces 
at the time of the Union. 


Even In the matter of language and 


institutions South Africa Is far from 
being solely British. The Dutch lan- 
guage is equally as official ss Eng- 
lish ; and Roman-Dutch law Instead of 
the English common law is the basts 
of the legal aystem. 


About tho Provinces. 


Cape of Good Hope province (or 


"Cape Colony" as it is still usually 
termed) Is the premier unit of tho 
Union both in age and size. With Its 
area of approximately 277,000 square 
miles It Is more than one-tenth as large 
as the entire United States, and It Is 
more extensive than Its three sister 
provinces combined. 
From the sea 


much of Cape Colony stems barren, 
but the soil Is rich and after the rainy 
season, productive.
